board the S. S. Sonoma, and wire 
me at my expénse your decision, 
so that I may be governed ac- 
cordingly. $ 

May I ask immédiate action in 
the matter so that your order 
will reach: the naval officials 
at Samoa and Mr. Ripley in time 
to catch the 8. S. Sonoma on her 
return ‘voyage, due to sail from 
Sydney August 31st? we 

Mr. Ripley and the writer acted 
in good faith and incurred a large 
expense for his trip, and it would 
be a. great injustice not only 
to us but others, if- we are pre- 
vented from transacting our law< 
ful and rightful business, and it 
is difficult to see why a naval of- 
ficial should interfere with an 
American citizen who is lawfully 
pursuing a lawful business.
